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DOWNTOWN BUS, 
CAR REROUTING IN 
FFFECT TONIGHT 
AT MIDNIGHT 


Denial of Plea for Delay 
Clears Way for Traf- 
fie Reform — Union 
Accepts P.S. Co. Con- 
tract by 39 Votes. 


Routes of 10 streetcar and 
bus lines in the downtown area 
will be changed at midnight to- 
night as parts of Olive, Locust 
and Pine streets are converted 
to one-way traffic under the 
master traffic control ordi- 
nance. 

An attempt by certain busi- 
ness interests in the northern 
part of the downtown shopping 
district to block the reroutings 
made necessary by the new one- 
way streets ended in failure yes- 
terday when Circuit: Judge Wil- 
liam B. Flynn denied their pe- 
tition for a review of the pro- 
posed changes. 

At the same time, the pos- 
sibility of a work stoppage by 
operators of the Public Service 
Co. receded as members of the 
AFL operators’ union voted, by 
a narrow margin, to accept a 
new contract replacing one that 
expired June 30. ‘ 

The vote was 836 in favor of 
accepting the new contract and 
797 against, thus assuring its 
adoption by a margin of 39 
votes. Only 1633 of the 2800 
members of Local 788, Amalga- 
mated Association of Street 
Fiectric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes of America, 
took part in the balloting. 

Aims at Reinstatement. 

Arthur J. Carroll, president 
of the union, said his main ef- 
forts now would be directed to- 
ward reinstatement of the 15 
operators who were suspended 
by the company for engaging in 
a wildcat strike July 1 and 2 
following rejection of the first 
company offer. An arbitration 
board consisting of one man ap- 
pointed by the union and one 
by the company will hear the 
cases. In event of disagree- 
ment, the two arbitrators will 
name a third neutral member. 

The new contract, retroactive 
to July 1 and running until Feb. 
28, 1955, provides for a 17-cent 
hourly wage increase, with 10 
cents effective immediately, 
another 3 cents on Jan. 1 
the remaining 4 cents on Aug. 1, 
1954. The old basic rate was 
$1.70 an hour. 

Also provided is a gradual 
conversion to a five-day’ week, 
with 10 per cent of the runs 
changed over by Nov. 1, 50 per 
cent by Nov. 1, 1954, and the 
remainder by the expiration 
date of the contract. Improved 
holiday and vacation allowances 
and an increase in the disability 
pension also were granted. 

Argument for Delay. 

In the legal proceedings yes- 
terday to block the streetcar re- 
routings, former City Counselor 
James E. Crowe asked on behalf 
of his clients, the Downtown 
Improvement Association, for a 
delay until a public hearing 
could be held and evidence pre- 
sented. 

Crowe said he had learned by 
chance of a meeting of the 
Board of Public Service last 
Tuesday at which permits were 
granted for operation of busses 
over parts of four streets in con- 
nection with the rerouting. He 
charged the action was arbitrary 
and unlawful. 

City Counselor Samuel H. 
Liberman, opposing the request, 
said the board had no authority 
to prescribe routes and could 
only grant authority for use of 
the streets. Granting of the six- 
month permits would insure a 
practical trial of the reroutings, 
he said. He was upheld by 
Judge Flynn. 

The reroutings are as follows: 

Lee Bus: Present inbound 
route to Twentieth street and 
Washington avenue, thence east 
on Washington to Sixth street, 
south on Sixth to Locust street,

TRANSIT SURVEY 
OF HOMEMAKERS 
MADE BY P.S. CO. 


Most of the 729 St. Louis 
homemakers interviewed in 
recent survey for the Public 
Service Co. said they used pub- 
lic transportation for shopping 
purposes and, of those who did, 
86 per cent went downtown to 
shop, the company announced 
today. 

The survey was limited to 
housewives served by a direct 
bus line, and the week selected 
for the data was regarded as 
“typical” in that it contained 
no holidays. unusual weather 
conditions or major retail pro- 
motions. 

Or the approximately two- 
thirds who made at least one 
trip by transit or private auto- 
mobile that week, 57 per cent 
used transit exclusively, 25 per 
cent used automobiles exclusive- 
ly and 18 per cent used both, 
the survey showed. 

Interviews showed that 66 per 
cent of the transit riders made 
the trip for shopping purposes, 
with 86 per cent of these going 
downtown, while the 208 riders 
who used. automobiles, either 


exclusively or in part, wenk 


shopping only 44 per cent of 
the time and only 27 per cent 
of them went downtown. 


‘OLD SERIES’ COST 
OF LIVING INDEX 
FINALLY DROPPED 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP) 


—The “old series” cost of living 
index wound up its career yes- 
terday in favor of a new index 
designed to be more sensitive 
to buying habits. 

In its final report, the old in- 
dex showed a 1.1 per cent in- 
crease between May and June 
to reach 190.9 per cent of the 
1935-39 average. 

The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics originally discontinued its 
old series last January, but re- 
newed it for six months to allow 
time for adjustment by employ- 
ers and unions whose wage rates 
were tied to the cost of living 
report. The new index mean- 
while has been issued monthly. 
Wholesale prices as measured 
by the Bureau of Labor statis- 
tics rose one-half of 1 per cent 
during the week ended July 21. 

The bureau said its index 
reached 111 per cent of the 
1947-49 average. Most commodi- 
ties remained unchanged dur- 
ing the week except that prices 
for farm products and foods 
were higher.

ANOTHER MAN 
KILLED M GASPE 
‘MURDERS AREA 


Two Ragged ‘Wild 
Men’ Club Storekeep- 
er to Death— Tell of 


Previous Killings.

MONTREAL, Que., July 25— 


While searching crews continued 
|to comb the rain-soaked and 
fog-shrouded bush country in 
the Gaspe Valley of Two Moun- 
tains for further clues in the 
savage murders of three United 
States hunters, a half-blind 
storekeeper was. clubbed to 
death early yesterday in the 
little fishing town of New Rich- 
mond on the Baie des Chaleurs. 

The coastal village where Ed- 
gar Odette was killed by two 
men before the horrified eyes 
of his 11-year-old son, Francois, 
is just 50 miles from the area 
where the remains of Eugene 
H. Lindsey, 45 years old, his son, 
Richard, 17, and Fred Claar, 20, 
all of Hollidaysburg, Pa., were 
found, their bones gnawed by 
bears. 

A Quebec Government offi- 
cial, commenting on the evi- 
dence which indicates that the 
American hunters were shot and 
‘clubbed before their bodies were 
left to the bears, has labeled the 
case “murder, cold-blooded and 
planned.” Provincfal. police yes- 
terday issued a cautious state- 
ment that there may be “a pos- 
sibility” that the killers of the 
New Richmond store owner are 
the same men who committed 
the triple murder in the Gaspe 
bush. 

Ragged ‘Wild Men.’ 

Francois Odette described his 
father’s killers as ragged, “wild 
men” who obviously had been 
in the bush some time. He said 
that one of the men warned be- 


} 


fore the elder Odette was 
clubbed to death: “We killed 
down in the Gaspe and we 


wouldn’t worry about killing 
here.” The killers took food 
and $25 in cash from the Odette 
store and fled. 

The theory has been advanced 
that the “wild men,” after kill- 
ing the three Americans, made 
their way through the bush to 
the Little Cascopedia river 
which empties into the Baie des 
Chaleurs and followed the river 
to New Richmond. Provincial 
police have set up road blocks 
and are searching the area sur- 
rounding the fishing village. 

Provincial police announced, 
meanwhile, that two missing 
rifles of the three Pennsylvania 
hunters have been found in the 
Gaspe forest near where their

Mothers in Berkeley in Arms 


Against Black Widow Spiders 


A war of females is going on 
in Berkeley. 
Some 20 mothers, under the 


leadership of Mrs. Raymond W. 
Paddock, 8045 Patterson avenue, 
are carrying on a battle of ex- 
termination against black widow 
spiders that infest many areas 
of the northwest county suburb. 

Mrs. Paddock, mother of 
three children, was moved to 
action when she discovered one 
of the poisonous spiders in the 
children’s sandbox. 

Before sounding a call to 
arms, she took a specimen to 
the St. Louis Zoo where attend- 
ants at the Reptile House as- 
sured her it was the venomous 


type whose bite can be serious 


and in rare cases fatal. 

“We have lots of very young 
children in our neighborhood,” 
Mrs. Paddock explained, “Some 
of them are too young to be able 
to tell their mothers about it if 
they were bitten. Delay in 


‘ 


treating the bite could be ex- 
tremely serious. That is why 
we are trying to get rid of the 
spiders.” 

The female spider is the only 
dangerous member of the fam- 
ily and gets its name from its 
reputed habit of devouring its 
mate after laying eggs. It has 
a body about one-half inch in 
length and in appearance re- 
sembles a shiny black shoe but- 
ton. Its most distinguishing 
mark is an hour-glass figure on 
its under side usually or 
reddish brown in color. 

Entomologists say it is seldom 
aggressive although more preva- 
lent in this area than is usually 
suspected. It can be killed with 
a fly swatter, and householders 
are urged also to destroy the 
eggs which are found on the 
web in a dense white silken 
ball about the size of.a pea. 
Spraying the premises with an 
insecticide helps to keep them 
free of the pests.

SOME DEPUTIES,

SELL PRIVILEGE, 
DALTON ChARGES 


They Get ‘Cash and Po- 
litical Preferment’ in 
Return, He Says — 
Declines to Detail 
Abuses. 


Some St. Louis county police 
and deputy sheriffs have abused 
their powers by “sale of privilege 
for cash and political prefer- 
ment,” Attorney General John 
M. Dalton charged today. 

Investigators have uncovered 
evidence of misuse of police 
power in several sections of the 
country, Dalton said, and correc- 
tion of this evil will be one of 
the first objectives of the cur- 
rent inquiry into an apparent 
breakdown of law enforcement. 

“My first task will be to prose- 
cute any persons with police 
power guilty of misusing it in 
this manner,” he said, “and to 
eliminate people guilty of being 
derelict of duty in allowing these 
conditions.” 

Dalton declined to give details 
of the abuses he was discussing, 


repeating previous statements 


that he would not move against 
offenders until all evidence and 
corroboration had been assem- 
bled by his staff. 

Says Changes Are Needed. 

The cleanup of St. Louis 
county should be followed by 
some program which would pre- 
vent a recu of the police- 
in-politics evil, Dalton said, and 
this should be by changes in the 
law-enforcement setup. He said 
he was not pre yet to sug- 
oy what these changes should 


Dalton said he looked with 
favor on the proposal for a 
county-wide police department 
along lines suggested by State 
Representative A. Clifford 
Jones. 

Appontment of a 10-man com- 
mittee to study county law en- 
forcement and to recommend 
improvements was approved this 
week by the County Council. The 
committee, which has been given 
until next April 1 to work on 
the subject, is expected to ex- 
plore the possibility of a metro- 
politan police department for 
all incorporated and unincor- 
porated county areas. 

Problem of Many Towns. 

Dalton pointed out that much 
of the county’s troubles stemmed 
from the fact that there are 96 
incorporated communities with- 
in its boundaries. Sheriff Ar- 
thur C. Mosley, one of the chief 
targets of the state investiga- 
tion, has maintained a policy of 
not policing incorporated areas. 
Few of these have adequate 
police departments. 

“As a result of this multitu- 
dinous number of municipalities 
there are cesspools existing next 
door to some of the best commu- 
nities,” he said. “The cesspools 
contaminate everything and 
everybody around them.” 

The Post-Dispatch has re- 
ported previously that flagrant 
State gambling and liquor law 
violations have occurred in sev- 
eral incorporated cities and vil- 
lages as well as in unincorpo- 
rated districts adjoining large 
centers of population. 

Dalton began his investigation 
in St. Louis county at the direc- 
tion of Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
after reports of widespread vio- 
lations of the law followed the 
shooting of Mosley’: chief dep- 
uty sheriff by another deputy. 

State troopers, state liquor 
control agents and members of 
Dalton’s staff conducted a series 
of raids against taverns operat- 
ing illegally this week. The 
raids were made without the ad- 
vance knowledge of Sheriff 
Mosley and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Wallach. 


8 CZECHS CRASH 
THROUGH TO WEST

MUNICH, Germany, July 25 
(AP)—A home-made armored 
car, so cleverly built that it 
fooled Czech border guards, 
crashed through the Iron Cur- 
tain today bringing eight persons 
to safety in the West.

TOKYO, July 25 (AP)—Com-

The President told Adenauer 
that he was writing the letter 
to amplify the communique of 
the recent meeting in Washing- 
ton of the Big Three foreign 
ministers as it pertained to the 
German situation. 

He said the recent anti-Com- 
munist disturbances in Eastern 
Germany demonstrated the de- 
sire of Eastern German workers 
for free elections. He has always 
believed, he said, that there 
could be no solution to the prob- 
lem of Germany “without free 
elections and the formation of 
a free all-German government, 
leading to unification.” 

German Republic. 
“From that point on can flow 
a logical, orderly sequence of 
events, culminating in an hon- 
orable peace treaty and the re- 
emergence of a united German 
republic, dedicated to the wel- 
fare of its people as a friendly 
and peaceful member of the 
European family of nations,” 
Eisenhower said. 

The foreign ministers, in a 
communique issued July 14 at 
completion of their meeting, pro- 
posed a meeting with Russia in 
early autumn to discuss steps 
which should lead to free Ger- 
man elections and establishment 
of a unified Germany. 

The President added in his 
letter to Adenauer that “to this 
first step of free elections, the 
Government of the United States 
will continue to lend the full 
force of its political, diplomatic 
and moral support.” 

He said he is certain “that 
future historians, in their analy- 
sis of the causes which have 
brought about the disintegration 
of the Communist empire will 
single out those brave East Ger- 
mans who dared to rise against 
the cannons of tyranny with 
nothing but their bare hands 
and their stout hearts as a root 


cause.” 
Lists 5 Points. 
In analyzing the East German 


ruse which would make the sign- 
ing of the Korean armistice ap- 
pear to be an allied surrender. 


But Gen. Mark W. Clark isn’t 
falling for it, a usually reliable 
source said. 


The Reds set the scene by 
having doves of peace plastered 
all over the “peace pagoda” 
where the signing is supposed 
to take place.

3000 Chinese Strike

SEOUL, (Sunday) July 26 (AP) 
~The Chinese launc a series 
of battalion-size attacks against 
American and South Korean 
troops late Saturday night fol- 
lowing a 12-hour lull. Allied ar- 
tillery roared into action. 

Front-line dispatehes said about 
3000 Chinese took part in 
the assaults northeast of Kumh- 
wa, pivotal Allied position on the 
east-central front. 

The first battalion (750 men) 
hit at 11 p.m. efter heavy artil- 
lery fire against the United States 
Third Division about eight miles 
northeast oi Kumhwa. 

Less than 10 minutes later an- 
other Chinese battalion and two 
more companies (320 men) struck 
against Korean defenders several 
miles farther east on the new 


hill. 

During the same period, Ko- 
rean and American troops near 
Kumbwa reported brisk fights 
and several contacts with Chi- 
nese platoons. 

SEOUL, July 25 (UP)—Amer- 
ican Marines fought off 3000 at- 
tacking Chinese Reds today with 
bayonets and rifle butts in what 
could be the closing hours of 
the Korean war. 

The Reds hurled the regi- 
mental force against United 
States First Marine Division on 
Position Esther and two other 
western front outposts last night. 
The fight lasted eight hours. 

R n-made rockets and 
heavy artillery fire supported 
the unsuccessfyl Chinese assault 
and Allied big guns answered 
with great barrages that cut Red 
reinforcements to bits. 

The Chinese tried to pick up 
reinforeements twice, but the 
fresh troops were killed or 
wounded bg artillery fire before 
they could reach the scene. 

Marines Doing Fine.’ 

At the peak of the fighting, 
Second Lt. William H. Bates of 
Portiand, Me., radioed from the 
crest of Esther that the marines 
were “holding and doing fine.” 

“Will continye to hold as long 
as ammo (ammunition) holds.” 
Bates said. 

Shortly afterward, the Chinese

Section of Report Cited. 

Dowd’s statement on this 
point referred to that section 
of the federal jury’s report 
which told of “an instance 
where large sums of money 
were paid to an influence ped- 
dler in order for a contractor 
and architect to obtain contracts’ 
for erection of a building for 
the State of Missouri.” 

The jury’s report did not name 
the influence peddler, nor the 
contractor and architect al- 
leged to be involved in this deal. 
It also failed to fix the site of 
the state building which re- 
ported to figure in the “influ- 
ence” payoff. 

Amplifying his statement that 
he intends to go into the re- 
ported state office building deal, 
Dowd said: “It is the policy of 
my office to prosecute anyone 
who violates the law, regardless 
of occupation or position.”

Residents, who had 
advance notice of the strike, 
prepared to drive their own au- 
tomobiles or ride with neigh- 

A few persons, however, 
were begging rides from mo- 
torists at bus stops. 

Some East St. Louis stores re- 
ported a sharp curtailment in 
shopping. The owner of a large 
downtown clothing store said 
he had “virtually no business” 
this morning. Managers of a 
downtown hardware and a 10- 
cent store also reported having 
few customers. 

The firm’s 160 bus drivers and 
shop workers, membérs of Lo- 
cal 125, AFL Streetcar and Mo- 
tor Coach Employes Union, voted 
at two sectional meetings yes- 


terday against the request of 


the union’s international officers 

to postpone the strike for a 

week. 
‘Overwhelming’ Vote. 

George Rampenthal, president 
of the local, said the votes were 
“overwhelming”. to go ahead 
with the walkout, which had 
been authorized July 2. The 
union meetings were held at 
American Legion Hall, 418 Col- 
linsville avenue. 

The last East St. Louis busses 
to operate were turned in at the 
company’s garage, 301 Summit 
avenue, at the end of their owl 
runs at 3 a.m. today. Two union 
pickets were stationed at the 
garage. 

Rampenthal said that during 
negotiations with the company 
the union withdrew most of its 
original demands, but the transit 
firm refused to grant any con- 
cessions unless the union agreed 
to a no-strike clause in the new 
agreement. The labor leader 
said the union refused because 
it felt the local would be sub- 
ject to civil damages in event 
of an authorized or wildcat 
strike. 

Initially, he said, the union re- 
quested liberalized vacation and 
holiday provisions, and demand- 
ed a 40-hour week in place of 
the present 48-hour week, with- 
out loss of pay. The bus drivers 
have been paid $1.70 an hour, 
and the maintenance men $1.78 
to $1.90. 

Demands Pared. 

Rampenthal said the union 
pared down its demands and 
finally asked for a two-year con- 
tract, with a 9-cent hourly in- 
crease for all members the first 
year and an additional 6 cents 
an hour the second year. The 
company negotiators rejected 
the proposal, he said, and in- 
sisted upon the no-strike clause, 
although the union representa- 
tives agreed to put that propo- 
sition up to a vote of the local. 

Union-management negotia- 
tions for a new contract, to re- 
place the one which expired 
May 31, have been underway 
since May 15. The next nego- 
tiation session is scheduled for 
1 p.m. Tuesday, although Rum- 
penthal expressed willingness 
to meet with company represen- 
tatives before then. 

Unless the dispute is settled 
promptly, the full effect of the 
transit shutdown will be felt 
Monday, when industrial plants 


open.

Russell W. Murphy, a vice 
president of Mercantile Trust 
Co., died last night at St. Luke's 
Hospital following a heart at- 
tack suffered at his home, 9 
Oakleigh lane, Ladue. 

Mr. Murphy, 53 years old, was 
State Athletic Commissioner for 
the St. Louis district from 1937 
to 1940 under appointment of 
former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. 
He was a graduate of St. 
Louis University Law School 
and of Yale University. At Yale 
he was a member of the base- 
ball, football and boxing teams. 
He was the son of the late Billy 
Murphy, who until his death in

In World War II, Mr. Murphy 
served for two years as chief of 
an intelligence section of the 
Fifteenth Air Force in North 
Africa and Italy, attaining ‘the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel.

Over Cancer Drug. 


CHAMPAIGN, ni., July 25 
(AP)—Dr. George D. Stoddard 
has resigned as president of the 
University of Illinois. 

He submitted his resignation, 


, effective Feb. 1, 1954, last night 


after the university board of 
trustees declined to give him a 
vote of confidence. The board 
accepted his resignation. 

The resignation climaxed a 
long feud between Dr. Stoddard 


and Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, vice 
president in charge of the uni- 
versity’s professional schools in 
Chicago. 

Dr. Ivy, who now is on leave 
of absence from his post, was 
an advocate of full research 
with tie cancer drug, krebiozen. 
Stoddard ordered the university 
to drop research on the contro- 
versial drug last November 
after the American Medical As- 
sociation said the drug had no 
proved value in the treatment 
of cancer. 

Dr. Stoddard also recom- 
mended that the trustees abol- 
ish Ivy’s position as vice pres- 
ident but that Ivy remain on the 
staff as a professor and head of 
the department of clinical 
studies. 

No Action on Suggestion. 

The trustees thus far have 
taken no action on the sug- 
gestion that the vice presidency 
be abolished. 

Stoddard, who had met with 
the trustees last night at what 
he called.an pe wea budget 
discussion” 
dence vote came as a complete 
surprise. 

“There was little else I could 
do but resign,” said Stoddard. 
“No, I don’t know why the 
board took the sation it did. To 
find that out you'll have to ask 
one of the trustees.” 

A trustee, who declined to 
permit use of his name, would 
not say what specific issue, if 
any, was involved in the no-con- 
fidence vote. But he did say 
the motion for the vote was 
made by Trustee Harold (Red) 
Grange, one time University of 
Illinois football great, and the 
vote was 6 to 3. 

Acting President Named. 

The trustees named Lloyd 
Morey, the university’s comp- 
troller, acting president. 

Stoddard, who is 55 years old, 
became president of the Univer- 
sity of [Illinois in July 1945. 
From 1942 to 1945 he was presi- 
dent of the University of the 
State of New York and New 
York commissioner of education. 

Before going to New York, 
Stoddard was for 17 years a 
member,of the University of 
Iowa faculty, serving as dean of 
the graduate school from 1936 
to 1942. 

He was a delegate to the Lon- 
don conference which formed 
the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organi- 
zation in 1945. The following 
year he headed a group of edu- 
cators who helped overhaul the 
Japanese school system.

Before the largest audience of 
its last several seasons, the Little 
Symphony Orchestra brought its 
ninteenth summer series to a 
close last night with a program 
that blended happily with the 
light breeze and full moon.

Completing 4-Year, 8100, 
000 Rebuilding Project.

A large midtown Negro Meth- 
odist church has been rebuilt 
and newly equipped at a cost of 
$100,000, half of which was paid 
by a white Presbyterian lay- 
man. 

Joseph Sunnen, a member of 
Ladue Chapel, first became in- 
terested in Metropolitan A.M.E. 


Zion Church, Garrison and Lu- 
cas avenues, in 1942 and made 
his first contribution to the 
church then. Every year since, 
through a trust fund which he 
created, he has made gifts to 
the church, including support of 
its work with children and 
youth. 

The reconstruction of the old 
1 church started on Aug. 1. 
189. Contracts for the last 
items in the extensive project 
were let a few weeks ago and 
this work is being completed. 

When it was discovered in the 
summer of 1949 that termites 
had undermined the framework 
of the church, Sunnen spent 
several days with an architect 
going over plans.for reconstruc- 
tion. Then he told the pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. William A. Cooper, 
that he was not interested in “a 
patchwork job,” but if a major 
job of reconstruction was under- 
— he would pay half the 


The project has included $20,- 
000 for a new aga 6 system; 
carpentry $18,000; ooring 
$6300; plumbing $6000; repairs

gan. A total of 86 windows was 
repaired.

THE ITALIAN DESIGNERS, however, are not 
satisfied by this diplomatic subterfuge. They 
have been making catty remarks to international 
buyers and reporters here about the way Mrs. 
Luce dresses. The main complaint is that she 
wears American clothes, a deadly sin in Italy. 

The designers contend that Mrs. Luce should 
advertise Italy’s newborn fashion industry, which 
gives work to more than 200,060 persons in a 
country ridden with unemployment. 

Until the Italian designers settle their own 
feuds, however, Mrs. Luce cannot enter any of 
Italy’s fashion salons, pleasant as such an ex- 
perience is for a —" se or not. 


THE SITUATION is made more embarrassing 
by the fact that Margaret Chase, the editor of 
Vogue, is a house guest of Mrs. Luce at the 
ambassadorial residence. Mrs. Chase is going to 
the Florence exhibition, which has captured the 
important designers of Capri and Milan, as well 
as a few Roman designers who are quarreling 
with their own city’s “syndicate for high mode.” 

About 2000 Italian artisans have been bom- 
barding the American Embassy, trying to lure 
Ambassador Luce into buying their clothes, 
handbags, shoes or costume jewelry.

ALTHOUGH AMBASSADOR LUCE has re- 
frained from buying and thus protected her 
diplomatic neutrality, the Italian designers have 
put up a united front against her. They point 
out that Mrs. Luce has appeared in a dress of 
— gy considered disgraceful in silk-making 

y. 

They even caught her with the lining of her 
mink jacket hanging out one-hundreth of an 
inch below the fur. This catastrophe, they main- 
tain, could never happen with a fur creation 
made by careful and loving Italian hands.

THE BACKERS of the Florence fashion show, 
held annually in the renaissance ballroom of 
ancient Pitti Palace, murmur that Lady Winston 
Churchill attended their exhibition last year, 
and therefore Mrs. Luce should visit them this 
year. What the Florentines do not add is that 
Lady Winston Churchill stayed only a few min- 
utes. She left when it was rumored her pres- 
ence meant she preferred the designer who just 


‘happened to be showing when she dropped in. 


Criticism is by no means limited to women. 
Some of the severest critics of Mrs. Luce for 
“not encouraging Italy’s fashion industry” are 
the men designers.

EVEN the complete remodel- 
ing of these buildings. would 
have no effect on such environ- 
mental factors as the inadequa- 
cy of schools, churches, shop- 
ping centers and recreational fa- 
cilities, the traffic problems, ex- 
cessive land crowding, and lack 
of yard space, all of which have 
been instrumental in produciag 
these slum areas. 


For these and various other 
reasons authorities in this field 
have concluded that the event- 
ual answer to the slum problem 
is complete demolition and re- 
placement with modern housing, 
either public housing or private 
urban redevelopment projects.

SHOO-FLY PIE — OR CAKE, OR CAKE-PIE, IT'S ALL IN THE 
FAMILY. THIS PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH DESSERT

INVOLVES 


A PIE-CRUST BASE AND A MOLASSES-FLAVORED FILLING, 
AND THE VARIATIONS GO ON FROM THERE. 


HAT’S the difference among 
Shoo-Fly Pie, Shoo-Fly Cake 
and Shoo-Fly Cake-Pie? All 
these terms are used to describe 
a sort of pie with a piecrust base. 
All have a molasses-flavored fill- 
ing. In some parts of the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch country pie cake 
is called “Silly” or “Funny” cake. 

Recipes differ to some extent. 
In our own household, with Penn- 
sylvania Dutch background on 
one side of the family, a very 
simple recipe was used. The 
pastry-lined pan was sprinkled 
with a mixture of molasses and 
brown sugar, which gave a gum- 
my coating rather than a filling. 
The pastry trimming remaining 
from a more elaborate pie was 
used and, after a quick baking, 
the shoo-fly pie served as a 
luneheon dessert. 

Another recipe calls for a mix- 
ture of flour, brown sugar and 
butter with molasses, hot water 
and soda. And still another, per- 
haps the best of all, uses a regu- 
lar cake mixture, well spiced, as 
a filling. If a white cake mix is 
used for the base, even this 
recipe can be quickly made. 
Whipped cream or ice cream can 
be used as a topping, although 
neither is needed for this spicy 
and different pie. 


Silly Cake. 

One package pastry mix, one 
package white cake mix. 

Prepare pastry mix according 
to directions on package. Roll 
to fit 9-by-10-inch glass pie plate. 
Line plate with pastry and flute 
rim. Prepare cake mix according 
to directions on package, adding 
one-fourth teaspoon each of cin- 
namon, uwutmeg, cloves and all- 
spice, before adding liquid. Pour 
cake batter into pastry-lined pie 
plate. Pour sauce (see recipe be- 
low) over batter. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) about 
50 minutes. 

Sauce. 
Ingredients: One-fourth cup 


butter or margarine, one-half 
cup sugar, two tablespoons light 
corn syrup, three tablespoons 
water, one and one-half tea- 
spoons grated lemon rind, me- 
fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 


Place butter or margarine, 
sugar and corn syrup in Satsce- 
pan. Cook over low heat, stir- 
ring until mixture comes to-a 
boil. Boil one to two minutes. 
Remove from heat. Stir in lemon 
rind and nutmeg, and allow to 
cool before pouring over cake 
mixture.
